diseases, autoimmune diseases, and migraine. 

36. (currently amended) The method according to claim 32, wherein said disease 
associated with an elevated metalloproteinase (MMP) or calpain MM? r e lat e d dis e as e or 
disord e r is an inflammatory condition or disease selected from the group consisting of 
arthritides, rheumatoid arthritis, osteoarthritis, restenosis, psoriasis, systemic lupus 
erythematosus, inflammatory bowel syndrome, Crohn's disease, migraine, gingivitis, 
periodontitis, meningitis, tropical spastic paraparesis, sepsis, bullous skin disorders, acne 
and inflammation due to infectious diseases. 

37. (currently amended) The method according to claim 32, wherein said disease 
associated with an elevated metalloproteinase (MM?) or calpain MM? r e lat e d dis e as e or 
disorder is selected from the group consisting of oxidative damage, osteoporosis, 
diabetes, hemorrhage, ocular pathologies and retinopathies, diabetic retinopathy, 
glaucoma, macular degeneration, cataract, retinal detachment and retinal tears, multiple 
sclerosis (MS), motor neuron disease (MND), amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS), 
Guillain-Barre, Huntington disease, Pick's disease, dementia syndrome, vascular 
dementia, multiple infarct dementia, HIV-induced neural disorders, and neuronal tissue 
trauma. 

38. (currently amended) The method according to claim 32, wherein R in the 
compound of Formula 4- £1} is a phenylakyl, and alky interrupted by zero to three oxygen 
atoms, or a monoalkyl ether of mono-, di-, or tri-ethylene glycol. 
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39. (currently amended) The method according to claim 32, wherein R in the 
compound of Formula 4- (I) is selected from the group consisting of: CgH 1 7, 
CgHnOCHzCHz, C18H37, C18H37OCH2CH2, benzyl-CH20CH2CH2, C,2H250CH2CH2, 
Ci2H25(OCH2CH2)2 and Ci2H25(OCH2CH2)3. 

40. (previously presented) The method according to claim 32 wherein 
metalloproteinase is MMP-9. 

41. (currently amended) The method according to claim 35, wherein said disease 
associated with an elevated metalloproteinase (MMP) MMP r e lated dis e a se or disorder is 
cancer. 

42. (previously presented) The method of claim 41, wherein said cancer includes 
cancer metastasis. 

43. (currently amended) The method according to claim 32, wherein said disease 
associated with an elevated metalloproteinase (MMP) MMP r e lat e d dis e as e or disord e r is 
an angiogenesis-dependent disease. 

44. (previously presented) The method according to claim 43 wherein said 
angiogenesis-dependent disease is selected from cancerous tumors, arthritis, psoriasis, 
macular degeneration, chronic inflammation, and diabetic retinopathy, 

45. (previously presented) The method according to claim 33, wherein said additional 
treatment is selected from the group consisting of chemotherapy, irradiation therapy, 
immunotherapy, genetic therapy and surgery.
